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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

[01] As amended, the title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that 
is clearly indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

[02] As amended, the specification is objected to because it is replete with grammatical 
errors. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Objections 

[03] Claims 1 & 7 remain objected to because of the following informalities: -a capsule 
endoscopy- is grammatically incorrect. Claims 6 & 1 1 refer to -the digest tjract-, 
commonly referred to as -the digestive tract-. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 use § 102 

[04] The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be 
found in a prior Office action. 

[05] Claims 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Fujita et 
al. (2003/0085994), published 8 May 2003. 

[06] With regard to claims 12-13: The device disclosed by Fujita is capable of 
immediate transmission of image data from the third transceiver tO;the image 
processor and the fourth transceiver. 

Response to Arguments 

[07] Applicant's arguments filed 10/5/2005 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant contends that "Fujita at least fails to disclose the wireless 
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features of the third transceiver of the present invention, in wireless manner; to 
transmit the image data to the image processor." The claims, as currently : 
presented, do not indicate that the image data is transmitted "in wireless manner" 
from the third transceiver to the fourth transceiver, or to the image processor. 
Therefore, Fujita is an anticipatory reference.
